When leaders of both houses agreed _ to 
wrap all appropriations Into one huge mea- 
sure, they did so In the belief It might save 
money find valuable time. The theory war 
that the lawmakers would gain n much clear- 
er notion of how and where to economize If. 
they could see the whole budget pattern 
rather than Isolated fragment!. It was felt 
also that the plan would permit wiser de 
clslons on taxation needs. 

Some time ni?o house money experts voiced 
disappointment over the actual operation of 
the Idea. Now Senator Lucas of Illinois, 
Democratic leader In tho senate, has taken 
the nmo tack. 

Rep. John Taber, New York Republican, 
put It most bluntly for the house side. "It's 
a lemon," he declared. House leaders found 
It took Just about a* long to whip the single 
package appropriation- Into shape and steer 
It to passage as tho old Individual money 
bills required.'

Because the new plan has not speeded up 
the appropriations process, congress probably 
will havo to resort once more to Its now 
familiar devlco of passing Interim resolu- 
tions ta 'keep federal " agencies going until 
morrey Is voted. 
.The .practical difficulties encountered by 
tho single package bill constitute a hard 
faot of life for thoso who saw In it a real 
chance to streamline budget-making. 

No easier to swallow Is the conviction of 
experienced appropriations men that' the 
omnibus bill's unwieldy character makes sub- 
stantial economies no more .likely than under 
' the old system.
